Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 17-20, and 23-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a near-infrared absorbent green glass wherein the 
glass meets the claim requirements for a soda-lime-silica glass and has a T-Fe2C»3 is from 0.98- 
1.3, 0.65-2.0 CeC>2, and the mass ratio of FeO converted to Fe2C»3 to the T-Fe2C»3 is from 0.275- 
0.35, where the glass meets the recited dominant wavelength and transmittance properties
